ment Relative to Jails

STATE 
HOUSE, Boston. July H.— 


Positive refutation of tho oft-repeated 
assertion tlat Jails are breeding places 
for tuberculosis Is found la » report 
submitted t« Sanf»rd Bates, cominls- 
£l«ner »f c«rrectl»n, by Dr. William J. 
Gallivan, *lrect»r of the •'Ivisien oj tu- 
berculosis In the itat* department of 
DU«llo health. 
• Dr. Gallivan found only teren active 
cases of tha disease in all of ti« 1551 
prisoners who -were housed In the va- 
rious jails of tho commonwealth at the 
time of his examination. 
The survey 


was begun last March, and has only 
just h?rn completed. 


The results of the examination, Dr. 


Gallivan said today, compare very fa- 
vorably with similar studies that have 
been made of the public at large. 


"Whilo It Is Impossible to ascertain 


with any degree of accuracy the per- 
centage of the entire population who 
have become victims of consumption," 
he said, 'It is generally accepted by 
the medical profession that there are 
ten active cases of 
the 
disease for 


every death resulting from It. From 
the last available 
figures It 
appears 


that 110.000 persons die annually in the 
United Stales from tuberculosis. 
This 


would Indicate that 1.110.000 persons, 
or one and one-tenth of the population, 
are suffering with the disease. 
This 


percentage Is more than double that of 
the prisoners fo<md with the malady. 


"The 
results 
Indicate a vast im- 


provement In jail conditions 
tn 
this 


state, for as late as 1307 Dr. Lawrason 
Brown, a noted authority on tubercu- 
losis, wrote: 'Forty 
per cent of the 


deaths in prisons are due to tubercu- 
\tf\i and a 10-year sentence Is equiva- 
lent to » death sentence, so unhealth- 
;u! sre the conditions 
prevailing In 


Jills.'"

In this form the symp- 
toms are less severe, but -the disease Is 
more prolonged. It may continue for 
a long time- and become chronic. 


The term muscular rheumatism indi- 


cates an affection of the muscles is 
distinguished from

affections.

Other condition-s simulating rheuma-
